able minister among them and no 
longer. In July, 1706, the church was 
formed with twanty-nine members.'1 


This first deacon was Samuel Haines, 


who "had his house on Great Bay. He 
was lor many years one ol the select- 
men 
He had a narrow escape from 


shipwreck when he came Irom Eng- 
land. A Bible which he rescued from 
the sea was shown at the 200th anni- 
versary. "Which branch ol the family 
now holds It is not yet known, but we 
hope to obtain It to be held by the 
church,"

Back to McKinIey's Time. 


Congress having adjourned without taking action on the 


President's proposal for America's participation in the new 
Permanent Court of International Justice at The Hague, right- 
ly regarding the matter as one calling for thorough considera- 
tion, plenty of time is afforded for its public discussion between 
now" and next December. Some Republicans, especially the 
younger ones, may not remember that the plan for a world 
court of this kind originated not only in this country but in the 
Republican party. It was asJong ago as 1899, on the occasion 
of the first Hague conference, that President McKinley in- 
structed the American delegation, headed by Joseph H. Choate, 
to seek to bring about the establishment of such a court. That 
effort failed. When the second Hague conference was called 
fn 1907 President Roosevelt repeated the recommendation1 of 
his predecessor. He said that if there could be a tribunal which 
would pass upon questions between nations with the same im- 
partial judgment that the.United States Supreme Court gives 
to disputes arising between States or residents of those States, 
"there can be no doubt that nations would be much more ready 
to submit their controversies to its decision than they are now 
to take the chance of arbitration." A beginning toward the 
erection of such a court was made at that conference. In 1909 
another Republican President, Mr. Taft, made renewed efforts 
for a Permanent Court of International Justice. The present 
court which President Harding would have us join, operates 
under a plan drawn up by a sterling Republican and statesman, 
ElihuRoot. .

: As has been said, this question is not one for snap judgment; 
The guarantees and safeguards, assuring the United States full 
equality in the election of members of the court and other -mat- 
ters, must be. carefully examined. 
During the next nine 


months the American people should familiarize themselves 
with the proposal which, after all, contemplates no revolu- 
tionary departure from national traditions.—Pittsburgh Chron- 
icle Telegraph.

He began to practise writing 
sales letters. He soon became so efficient at this that he at- 
tracted attention of business people who bought his letters. 


His letters were interesting because he put enthusiasm into 


writing them. The prison officials allowed him still more lib- 
erty until today he is making" a good income from his writing. 
This ought to make some of us who are not in prison think 
about enthusiasm. Some day this prisoner will be pardoned, 
and he will go out into the world and succeed in a big way. 
Become enthusiastic over your work, and you will not only 
enjoy it more, but you can soon make.,more money.—Hill's

Moscow.—Leon Tratsliy, the Russian 


"War Minister, may assume a new job, 
that of directing the rehabilitation of 
Russia's big industries, if plans which 
are to be presented to the 
twelfth 


congress of the 
Communist Party, 


meeting in Moscow late in March, ..are 
•carried .but. Trotsky, .it is understood, 
would continue to act as director of 
the fighting forccs'of Russia, but will 
devote most of his time to the heavy 
task of-whipping; Russian factories In- 
to shape. He already has worked out 
plans to this end, and wUl present 
them to the congress 


Trotsky's ability as an organizer 


would long ago .have been called into 
play in this particular job had it not 
been for. opposition by some mem- 
bers of the party, who considered that 
the war minister would enforce mili- 
tary control over the workingmen. It 
is said that in the beginning Trotsky 
•will close down many factories which 
are poorly equipped or poorly man- 
aged, utilizing their machinery to 
strengthen the mechanical equipment 
of the better factories -which are to be 
operated with larger forces to bring 
about a normal output. 


'In addition to discussing plans for 


industrial betterment, the party con- 
gress is expected to devise means to 
bring about a better feeling between 
the "Nepmen," aa£ the business men 
developed by the new economic policy 
are called and the actual proletariat. 
The "Nepmen" have no votes, but their 
growing 
prosperity 
has 
greatly 


alarmed some of the more rabid com- 
munists, who see in their extension the 
danger of a restoration ol old-time 
conditions In Russia. Premier Ler.ino 
sounded the keynote of the conference 
policy in.a, recent statement in which 
he declared that the basis of the social 
reconstruction of Russia rests upon 
the collaboration of the two classes. Ho 
has proposed that about 100 of the 
most honest and best understanding 
communists be forced into a special 
department, authorized to Inspect the 
working of all government Institutions 
and industries, with the. aim of Iron- 
ing out any difficulties that develop in 
the relationships of the two classes. 
They are to act in collaboration with 
the central committee of the Commun- 
ist Party, forming a body of perhaps 
400 men whose decisions -would be vir- 
tually final. 


"The basis.of Russia's social recon- 


struction rests upon the collaboration 
of the workmen and peasants on the 
one hand and the bourgeoisie on the 
other," Lenino said. The bourgeoieie 
are now being allowed a little leeway.

to warn all that In the endHhe fate of 
our republic will depend chiefly upon 
whether, the peasant masses will fol- 
low the working classes, or unite with 
the "Nepmen." The clearer we have 
this possibility before'our eyes, the 
better.the workmen and peasants will 
understand It, and the better will -we 
be able to avoid a split that would be 
ruinous to the Soviet government."

bodies and the construction of the new 
running board which has been the hit 
of the Boston automobile show.

ies at the show In which everything 
above the chassis is Its own product. 
On a Cadillac chassis is shown'a" se- 
dan, the sides of the body and hood 
being of natural finish mahogany,-with 
metal used at other points. The other 
is on a Packard chassis and Is a four- 
passenger sedan built for a .motion 
picture producer." It is blue with strip- 
ings of gold leaf and the rear and quar- 
ter . windows are shield, shaped. Both 
of these cars are fitted with special 
aluminum running boards featured by 
this company and made of parallel 
strips .which strengthen the car and 
obviate damage In collisions. Each is 
fitted with a polished metal stand, 
mounted on the left running board, to 
accommodate coif bags.
